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THE TALE OF A TAIL 



Many years ago animals who have long 
since disappeared from the face of the 
earth, were the giants of the forest and 
ruled the animal kingdom with an iron 
hand. There was the dinosaur, bigger than 
the house you live in, who now exists only 
as a tremendous skeleton in museums 
Then, too, there was the dodo, a bird as big 
as a B29, which flew through the air as fast 
as a plane. The dodo also is extinct and 
today you can't even see one in skeleton 
form. 

Aside from these animals, there were 
present most of the ones you see today in 
circuses and zoos. The lion, the tiger, the 
bear, the jackal, the monkey and, of course 
Reynard the Fox. Even in those times, the 
fox was respected by his fellows for his 
shrewdness and mental ability. Reynard 
was a little unscrupulous and lived by his 
wits — he wasn't content to search hard for 
food like everybody else. No, not Reynard 
He felt he was above such drudgery and 
spent most of his time locating animals 
which had collected some food and then, by 
some scheme or trickery, Reynard would try 
to get the food away from them. 

Unfortunately for him, because of the 
effect it had on his morals, he was usually 
successful and this encouraged him to con- 
tinue in his evil ways. Thus, as time went 
by, he became conceited and felt it wasn't 
necessary for him to do a day's work every- 
day like the other animals had to do. How- 
ever, Reynard was not always able to get 
away with things and this story is about 
one of his adventures which didn't turn 
out very successfully. 

Once as Reynard was hoping through the 
forest looking for someone to tease or an- 
noy* he chanced to fall into a hunter's trap 
He was quick enough to save his body from 
the steel teeth of the trap but in evading it, 



his tail was caught and severed. Reynard 
almost cried because of the pain *and the 
shame he felt at losing his big beautiful 
bushy tail. At first he moped and hid from 
those who approached him, because he 
didn't want anybody to see how unusual he 
looked without his tail. As you know, most 
animals have tails and use them to good 
advantage. The beaver could not .build his 
home without his tail which he uses like 
a trowel. The kangaroo jumps around on 
his tail and couldn't travel without it. 
Other animals use their tails to fight their 
enemies and are helpless without them 
Reynard, though he didn't need his tail for 
any of these purposes, felt almost naked 
without it. At first he was depressed but 
then, in his egotism, he began to try to 
figure out some way to induce the other 
foxes to discard their tails. If none of the 
foxes had tails, Reynard would not be con- 
spicuous and he concentrated all his think 
ing ability on how to accomplish this re- 
sult a r 

Finally he thought up a plan. He invited 
all the forest foxes to an important business 
meeting They were asked to gather at three 
in the afternoon in the Dell. This was a 
cleared space right in the middle o. the 
forest where occasionally groups of animals 
would meet to discuss their common prob- 
lems. Reynard went there at two o'clock 
because he knew he had to be early in order 
to arrange things so his own missing tail 
was not evident. He found a place at one 
end of the Dell where there was a thick 
bush and he parked his back against this 
bush so that he would be facing the other 
foxes with no one behind him 

Promptly at three he called the meeting 
to order and this is how he began his 
speech: "Fellow oxes, this is an important 
day in our lives and history As you know 
I have always devoted myself to thinking 
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out ideas for our mutual benefit. Lately I 
have felt that we are a great disadvantage 
compared to other animals in that nature 
has given us such useless unwieldy bushy 
tails. Some animals fight with their tails 
because they are such good weapons. Other 
animals build homes with their tails because 
they are such good tools. Still other animals 
use their tails to travel on because they are 
such good means of ., conveyance. However, 
in the case of ourselves, tails are useless 
appendages and have absolutely no practic- 
al value. I'll admit that they look nice but 
they are really dangerous to us. Recently, I 
was running through the forest trying to 
escape from an attacking enemy and my tail 
caught in some shrubbery. If I had been a 
little less agile I would have been fastened 
there at the mercy of the foe." 

"Any of you may sometimes have a sim- 
ilar disastrous eyperience and not be able to 
escape as I did For these reasons, I called 
this meeting today I propose that we all 
go to the chopping block and one after the 
other remove our tails. I'm sure this will 
be to everyone's advantage." 

When Reynard finished talking, there 
was a stunned silence This was such a 
drastic move and so unexpected that it took 
the assembled foxes by surprise. Reynard 
had been so logical and eloquent that no- 
body had any real objection. It was just 
that they had been taken unawares. 

However, one of the older foxes who 
didn't like Reynard because he felt he was 
too smart-alecky, rose to his feet and began 
to obect. "For thousands of years" he said, 
"we foxes have had bushy tails. Who arc 
we that we should decide to offend nature 
and cut off a part of our natural body? If 
the majority vote to do it, I'll come along 
and cut my tail off too but I feel that we 



should not be too hasty in making such a 
decision." 

Reynard felt he was losing control be- 
cause of this talk and determined to combat 
it with another speech on his part. He 
jumped up in order to be heard better and 
began shouting "Talk like that of $is old 
fox is what keeps us in the rut. This is a 
modern age and we must live like moderns 
making changes to correspond to the chang- 
ing times." 

In his anxiety to make a good impression, 
Reynard stepped too far forward from the 
bush which had concealed the fact that his 
own tail was now among the missing. A baby 
fox, not important enough to sit with his 
elders in the main circle around Reynard, 
had been watching the activities from the 
sidelines. The baby fox saw at once that 
Reynard's tail was gone and immediately 
began screaming "Look everybody, Reyn- 
ard has no tail!" 

Everybody looked and saw that this was 
so. They knew immediately just mhat had 
happened — that Reynard had lost his own 
tail by accident and with smooth talk had 
endeavored to induce his fellows to cut off 
theirs, so that he would not be conspicuous. 

Of course, when the truth was known, 
Reynard's motion was defeated and every- 
body laughed at Reynard. If he hadn't tried 
to play a trick on them, they would have 
been sympathetic but because of his under- 
handed tactics they had no mercy. For a 
long time Reynard was the butt of ridicule 
— he reformed his ways and tried to do his 
share of all the work but many months 
passed before he was completely forgiven 

There's a lesson in this tale of a tail for 
those who want to observe it.

It is far better to select the good points of 
those around you and try to be like them.
